War, Says Greenwood || 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (Reuter) 


—“Britain cannot lose the 


war unless we are guilty of wavering -on- the road to victory,” 
said Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister without Portfolio, speak- 


ing in London to-day. * 

“I do not say that victory is 
around the corner bit I do say 
unhesitatingly -that Germany 
cannot win,” he went ‘on. “Our 
naval power to-day is relatively 
greater than at any other period 
of the war. Our air strength 
grows day by day.

Often jhe complaint is 
‘heard that too many of our 

public leaders .apptal to the
